GIVES VIEWS

New York, Nov. 8 

The United States can help "free 
countries resist Communist ag ressign by 
abandoning its “Janus-faced at a le” and 
by adopting a programme of ner reduc- 
tion coupled with aid to industries hurt by 
increased imports, a newly published study 
of US economic policy suggests. 

The plea for lower tariffs was among 
the highlights of a study and policy 
report entitled ‘American Imports” issued 
today by the Twentieth Century Furd 
and the National Planning Association. 
The study was written by Don D. 
Humphrey, Professor of Economics at 
Duke University and international trade 
expert. The Twentieth Century Fund is 
an endowed foundation | for scientific 
research and public edueation on eeonomic 
and social problems.
